1 . It is hereby acknowledged that the following papers have been received and placed of 
record in the file: Amendment dated August 27, 2004. 

2. Claims 1-21 and 23-29 are presented for examination. Applicant has canceled claim 22.

3. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1, 4-6, 9-12, drawn to a computer system and a method of providing 
operating system drivers, classified in class 713, subclass 1. 

II. Claims 2-3, 7-8, 17-18, 23-26, drawn to a read only memory device, a computer 
system and a method of providing operating system drivers during an operating 
system installation on a computer system, comprising showing the operating 
system drivers residing on the ROM as files stored on the virtual disk drive by the 
BIOS routines, classified in class 713, subclass 2. 

III. Claims 13-16, 19-21, 27-29, drawn to a method of providing operating system 
drivers during an operating system installation on a computer system, comprising 
selecting on a BIOS setup screen one of the first and second sets of operating 
systems, a selected system, to be installed on the computer system, classified in 
class 713, subclass 2. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

4. Inventions I-III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such as self-boot-up with

appropriate drivers without any user interaction or intervention, whereas inventions II and III 
requires display and input of available drivers. Invention II has separate utility such as showing 
the operating system drivers residing on the ROM as files stored on the virtual disk drive by the 
BIOS routines, whereas inventions II and III do not require such a display. Invention III has 
separate utility such as selecting on a BIOS setup screen one of the first and second sets of 
operating systems, a selected system, to be installed on the computer system, whereas inventions 
I and II do not require such a user selection. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

5. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for each of the groups are different, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
